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Why Not a Carnival? 

In a recent issue of The Varsity, stud- 
ent paper at the University of Toronto., 
there appeared an editorial advocating the 
organization of an annual Winter Carni- 
val, a la Dartmouth. At the moment the 
idea is only a beautiful dream. A Winter 
Carnival— a Canadian Winter Carnival. 

To anyone who hsf -witnessed the 
Dartmouth Carnival, this dream seems 
foolish. Only one who has been to Han- 
over can realize the tremendous amount of 
work, organization, and expense that the 
three-day spree requires. The students 
start early in the year to lay plans, special 
committees are appointed to look after the 
technicalities, AND, finally, even-body en- 
ters into the spirit of the thing. 

Hanover is 8 college town. The stud- 
ents live within a mile or two of some of 
the finest ski trails. They have the town 
and the trails practically to themselves. 
Furthermore, it is a men's college, so that 
those attending the college have not the 
same wealth of social activities that stud- 
ent* of universities such as Toronto or Mc- 
gill have. 

So much for the "spirit"' of the Carni- 
val. McGill cannot attain that spirit, but 
that may not be entirely necessary for a 
successful carnival. 

The technical details are more import- 
ant and present a far greater obstacle. 
Those who were in charge of arrangements 
for the Intercollegiate Ski Union Meet here 
last year will appreciate that. Not only 
does it demand that officials and thone in 
charge o; arrangements donate much valu-

He related his experience In a 
southern university where a pro- 
fessor on current events gave the 
class a biased account ot politics by 
telling only half the truth, and aug- 
gested that the government, or 
some official should prescribe the 
balance thai he should keep. Free- 
dom of speech is all very well but it 
should be in keeping with decency 
among other things. The Judge, 
Prof. Forsey gave the decision to 
the alTirmatlve.

Dr. Martin Addressed 
Pre - Medical Society 

Speaking before the Pre- 
Medical Society this afternoon 
in the McGill: Union, Dr. C. P. 
Martin stressed the fact that 
"the main job of a doctor is 
not diagnosing, but taking re- 
sponsibility." By "taking re- 
sponsibility," Dr. Martin ex- 
plained that he meant "taking 
responsibility from the shoul- 
ders of patients and reassuring 
them." 

Dr. Martin said that most 
people who start off in medi- 
cine become disappointed. At 
first it dawns on them that doc- 
tors don't know as much as 
they should. They find too that 
the doctor quite frequently 
knows what is wrong but 
doesn't know what best to do. 
"However," said Dr. Martin, 
"you can discountenance those 
feelings. A doctor must not be 
a technician, he must under- 
stand human nature." 

Believes In General Practitioner. 

Doctor Martin went on to say 
that he still believed In the 
General Practitioner, even 
though they are dying out, add- 
ing that there are three kinds 
of people who haven't made 
the grade; those who lack a 
feeling of confidence; those 
who try to do too much at one 
time, and those (a minority) 
who do not work. He expressed 
the belief lhat you can do any- 
thing you want to, "If you 
start from Ihe beginning and go 
slowly," he concluded, "most of 
you will he driving about in a 
large limousine." 

The speaker was introduced 
by Ralph Hertz and thanked by 
John Morion. Gordon Karn re- 
ported lo the meeting that 
there would be an informal ban- 
quet on March 9 at the McGill 
Union, with an after-dinner 
speaker, and dancing following. 



HISTORIANS DISCUSS 
HISTORY OF HUMOUR 



Father Hubbard Talks 
at Loyola Auditorium 
This Week-end 



Al a meeting of the R.V.C. 
Historical Club last night. Eil- 
een E. Ireland read a paper on 
the, history of humour and slat- 
ed that "Humour Is truthful ami 
wit Is always an exaggeration." 

Humour is divided Into many 
different categories, namely: 
wll, pathos, wit of truth, wit of 
professions, creeds, races, sallres 
and ridicule. In classical hu- 
mour, the peasant is used as the 
but of the joke Jusl a* we make 
use of the commercial traveller. 
An example of litis type of 
humour is Ihe story of "A peas- 
ant wishing lo see If his horse 
could live without food, slopped 
feeding him. After a lime the 
horse died. 'Alas,' said the peas- 
ant 'jusl as he was learning to 
live without food he died!" 

Humour Is h mailer of Indi- 
vidual opinionl Everyone laughs 
at something different. Humour 
will' penetrate the most stubborn 
defences. It is worth more than 
the mosl potent weapon in final 
victory. Modern humour can be 
traced back lo the classics. 
There is really no original joke. 

A second paper was read by 
Jean Horton, on the Influence of 
the Duchesse de Chcuvrcusc. 
The Duchesse was the mosl in- 
triguing of her century. Her 
victims were not confined to 
France alone but were interna- 
tional. Her main assets were her 
nolorious beauty and her fatal 
charm. She used this charm on 
various influential people rang- 
ing from Louis XIII to Cardinal 
Richelieu. The most amazing 
thing about her was her ability 
to reinstate herself after the 
most harrowing setbacks. Cha- 
lais and Chateauneuf were 
fatally charmed, both losing 
their heads in interesting affairs. 
Her character was summed up 
in a famous statement by Maz- 
arin who said "There was no 
peace in France until she left 
it."
